ARTICLE VII 
The whole purpose of Civil De- 


fence is to help you protect your- 
self and to make the best use of 
your own skill and ability to help 
others In an emergency, 

Our own propaganda regarding 
the atomie bomb has made many 
people believe there is no possible 
defence against it, It is surely the 
most terrible and destructive wea- 
pon invented, But it has its limita. 
tions, and affects can be miti 
gated 

In Japan, the

atomic bomb was 
used against an unwarned and, for 
the larger part, untrained popula 
tion, The people were caught be 
fore any evacuation had taken 
place and with only inadequate 
shelters 

Under circumstances, it 
is estimated that as many as 50,000 
people might their lives in a 
typical North American city having 
a population density of 45 persons 
to the acre, However adequate ad 
vanee preparation and organization 
including well-planned evacuation, 
a warning system, provisions — of 
shelters, and disciplined Civil De 
fence Services—these would greatly 
reduce the number of casualties. 
Every living thing within the area 
affected by an atomic bomb need 
not necessarily be destroyed,

(Royal Bank News Letter) 

The four material factors most 
important in the economic well-be- 
ing of a nation are invention, popu- 
lation, natural resources and econ- 
omic organization. This article is 
about the machines we invent in 
order to mould natural resources 
into usuable products for our 
people, and to distribute the com- 
modities, 

With a world population so large 
the economists tell us Wwe must 
strain our resources to feed all the 
people, we are under increasing 
compulsion to expand productivity. 
We can do so only by using ma. 
chinery. 

For a dramatic contrast between 
the efficiency of human labour and 
that performed by machines direct- 
ed by men, look at the Great Pyra- 
mid and Boulder Dam, The pyramid 
contains 2,300,000 stone blocks, each 
weighing 2's tons. Dr. W.M. White, 
a consulting engineer of Milwau- 
kee, has figured out that it took 
100,000 men over a_ period of 30 
years to build it. Boulder Dam has 
3'% million cubic yards of concrete, 
requiring the handling of ten mil- 
lion cubic yards of material. A pow- 
er line 220 miles long brought el- 
ectricity Which was applied through 
machines by 5,000 men. The pyra- 
mid was built by slaves under a 
taskmaster’s lash in 30 years: the 
dam was built by machines under 
the direction of skilled workmen in 
five years, 

What has brought about the 
change from a slave society to one 
in which every worker may be the 
master of manufactured power 
equal to that of hundreds of men? 
Imagine; the power to visualize 
what would result if this and that 
were put together; progressive skill 
in applying the forces of six basic

There has been an influx of peddlers into | 
country the past few months and many of them are now 
making the rounds of the towns and villages of Alberta. | 
There is no law against peddlers working in the towns, | 
but there is a moral law which some of them fail to heed | 
—that of living up to their deals, especially where de-| 
livery is not made on the spot. 

Many instances can be related where a salesman | 
takes an order, collects a down payment or the full 
amount, and then fails to deliver the article. If it is de-| 
livered it may be of inferior quality. 

Magazine subscription salesmen and sales girls 
have another method of fleecing the public of hard- 
earned cash. Many of them are honest, but some are not 
and even credentials shown are outdated or have been 
cancelled. 

The only safeguard against being swindled by 
peddles is to have nothing to do with them. Send them 
on their way unless you know them personally. 

To protect the residents most towns have a by-law 
requiring all peddlers to take out a license before can- 
vassing a community. Didsbury has such a by-law but 
it is difficult to enforce because the peddlers simply 
ignore it and are not reported by responsible citizens. 

To help your town and to safeguard your own int- 
erests you should demand to see a salesman’s creden- 
tials and his town license. If he fails to show them, send 
him on his way and report the incident immediately to 
the town constable or town secretary. 

Peddlers offer a definite opnosition to legitimate , 
business firms in town. They don’t employ local labor, | 
pay no property taxes, don't suppor! local organiza-_ 
tions, churches, etc., but take the cream of the sales. 
Some !oca! business men even support them, although 
they should know better. 

So what can we do but send out a warning and 
hope that it will be some benefit to misguided citizens.

NEW PLANT'S VALUE 


In choosing a location for a new plant, manufac- 
turers have many factors to consider.

SEARCH FOR EXPLORER 
CAIRN YIELDS MESSAGE 


A faded century-old message left 
by a party searching in vain for 
Sir John Frankin’s ill-fated expedi 
tion to find the northwest passage 
has been discovered by an Ottawa 
scismologist, 

Peter Bremner, 24, made the his- 
toric discovery beneath a cairn ol 
flat stones on the shore of Corn. 
Wallis Island, about 2,000 miles 
north of Winnipeg. 

Returning to Ottawa after a 14- 
month tour of duty recording earth. | 
quakes at lonely Resolute Bay, | 
Bremner said he was making his | 
Way back to the station after a 15. | 
mile ski jaunt during the summer 
months when he came upon the 
cairn, a mile inland from the head 
of Assistance Bay, 

Bremner reported later with Const, | 
Ed Boone of the R.C.M.P., and fly- 
ing officer H.C. Uhthoff of the R.C, 
A.F. They pried open the outer lead. 
sealed cannister and found a small 
er can inside, In the inner can was 
a single sheet of yellow paper fold 
ed in a light cotton bag, 

It contained this message, printed 
With an old hand press: 

“Left Aug., dth, 1851, by a party 
in search of the Franklin expedi- 
tion from the Felix, Capt. Sir John 
Ross, lying on the south shore ot 
Cornwallis Island, 19 miles west of 
Cape Hotham with H.M.S, Lady 
Franklyn and Sophia, Capt. Penny 
& Stuart. 

“H.MLS. Resolute, Assistance, In. 
trepid and Pioneer off Griffith Is 
land, 

“Provisions at Cape 
Spencer and Whaler Point. 

(Signed) “C.G, Phillips, Comman 
der, RN,” 

The three men placed a copy ot 
the old messave beneath the cairn 
and Const, Boone brought the ori 
ginal back to Ottawa,

With the turkey marketing sea 
son here again it is very important 
that birds be in prime condition if 
the highest grades and prices are 
to be obtained.

Turkeys put on weight rapidly up 
to twenty-four to twenty-six weeks 
of age, says Mr. Higginson. After 
that time the weekly gains de 
crease, so that every week birds 
are kept after they are ready for 
market the profit to the grower is 
reduced, When birds are kept after 
they have reached prime condition 
breast feathers often become brittle 
and break off close to the skin, This 
makes the feathers difficult to re 
move, and grade is lowered, A little 
extra time and effort with the tur 
key flock at this time will pay 
dividends,
